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RETAIL STOMS TO 
SELL GOODS 

Will B« Op<ik«d By GoranimMit 
Sept. 25 In Effort To Reduce 
High Living Co»ts. 




The Daily Register has received 
from the office cf Quartermaster at 
the Army depot at JelTersonville, Ind., 
a statement relative to the establish- 
ment of retail atoreta'for the^sale of 
army supplies. These stores will bo 
opened about Sept. 26tii, for the sale 
>>r i^oods, in the campaign to reduce 
the high cost of living. 

Reports to the Department of 
Justice show that since the President 
launched his campaign agunst the 
hoarder||nd profiteer the cost of liv- 
ing in many communities has fallen 
perceptibly. 

Amonit till- articles to be offered for 
'ule in tlie retail stores will bo socks, 
fiiulerwcar, shirts, raincoats, blankets, 
gloves, tobaobo,' soap and other com- 
modities. A statement by the Be- 
partment reads: 

The prnuuy object of those stoies 
is to place bcfoie the public, at the 
least rate poissible, the surplus sup- 
pli. s of the Ahny. In order to reach 
llic Kieatest number of people, the 
United States has been divided into 
several distiicts, according to the 
population. For the sake of con- 
venience these districts will be termed 
Hetiiil Districts. At least one store 
will be estabished in each Retail Dis- 
trict, under the immediate supervision 
of the Zone Surplus property Officer, 
in whoso military zone the store is 
located. 

Jhese stores will be prepared to 
conduct a retail, cash, eouater' Imsi- 
ncss and oifjanize a mail order de- 
partment. The postal Department 
will be requested to establish in each 
store a branch Parcel Post Office, for 
•convenience in making shipments. 

An initial allotment of stock will 
be made to each store from Washing- 
ton. This allotment is made for the 
benefit of the entire Retail Pistrict, 
^ and not solely for the indlvldoal city 
Vin which the store is located. 

In many instances the inital stock 
will include the entire available 
qoantity of the surplus of certain 
article, which when exhausted will be 
no longer available. Under no cir- 
cumstances will orders be received for 
quantities in excess of allotment, or 
actual stock on hand, with the pros- 
pect of future replenishment Orders 
^ received by mail for supplies not on 
hand, or for which stock is exhausted, 
will be immedlatdy retuxsMl to send- 
er, with the advice that same is ex- 
hausted. 

As the idea and object of this sale 
' is to reach the individual, no orders 
foi: large quantities of any article will 

be received, except for Boy Scouts 
and in special cases, municipal activi- 
' tes. No sales will be made to hoteb, 
and similar institutons. At present 
no grocers \MI1 be included in these 
articles. 

The exact location of the various 
stores that will be established in this 
district, and detail plans as to the 
method and manner of dstributioi'i, 
have not been worked out, nor has a 
list of the artcles to be sold, been re- 
ceived. These facts Will be published 
all papers as soon as determined 
^on. ' 
Tlipse stores will not be open be- 
fore September 25th. 

For the information of the public, 
the sales now being conducted by the 
municipatcs and Postal Departments 
are in no way connected with these 
stores to be opened in the very near 
t future. 

The public is invited to watch the 
papers for such information as will 
be published from time to time.

"Uncle John'" Shell, of Leslie 
county, who is said to hp the old- 
est man in the world, is at the 
Blue Grass Fair at I^cxington, 
and pkuis to celebrate his 131st 
birthday \\'^ednesday. At this time 
a collection will be taken among 
the fair crowd to pay off the $300 
mortgage on Shell's little farm. 

Shell is having the time of his 
life in Lexington this week. Ho 
is the guest of the Blue Grass 
Fair Association, and is daily be- 
ing greeted by thousands of peo- 
ple. He has a lauglv and hearty 
handshake for every man, wonvan 
and child that comes about him. 

Shell says he was too old to enlist 
in the JToxican War; that ho remem- 
bers to have seen Daniel Boone; that 
he itever had any fights with the wild 
Indian.s that then roamed this coun- 
try, hut he has seen many of them; 
tliat he wa.s aways on igood terms villi 
th^ redskins. ^ 

Shell was bora Sept. 8, 1788, ten 
days before Congrcs.s made New York 
City .the. capital of the United States, 
and something like six months before 
George Washington was first 
inaugurated President of the United 
States. Shell is the only living Ameri- 
can who has lived thru the whole row 
of Presidents. 

He got his first job splitting rails, 
the year Ohio was admtted as a State, 
when the population of New York 
City was. 60,000. Later on, the 
population got too thick for him in 
Tennessee, where often there were 
neighbors within 18 miles of each 
other, he blazed a trail into south- 
cm Kentucky, where he hunted and 
fished to his hearf f oontent He's been 
here ever since. 

When he married and Vent to work, 
farming land was sold for less than a 
dollar an acre. Once^Shell swapped 
sue acres for a gun, lind today those 
acres are worth $1,000. 

"I can remember when we bui-ned 
corn in winter to keep warm," the 
oldest man told me; "it was dieaper 
than catting wood, and wood was to 
be had for the cutting. I guess I 
must have gone years without paying 
I a cent for clothes, animal skins filled 
I the bill. In those days the cost of 
living was mainly keeping the supply 
j of ammunition up. I didn't know 
what a meat bill was until long after 

I was middle age, and I never have 
had an ice bill. I can remember when 
the only money we had was animal 
.skins, and when there was as big <i 
fuss made over the Monroe Doctrine 
as there now Is over the League of 
Nations." 

Polks down here on Greasy Creek, 
Leslie county, call the oldest man 
"Uncle John". They think he's the 
grandest man in the world, and pay 
far more attention to what he says 
and' thinks than they do to all the 
other wise men put together. Undo 
John can just about tell about when 
it's going to rain, and when it's best 
to plant com. He has 200 descend- 
ants living near him, the father of 

II chiUlren, oldest bora 00 years a^", 
youngest just four years old, and 
there are grandchildrai, great grand- 
children and erreat great grandchiUI- 
ren. They all will come to Uncle 
Jolm's house for a grand birthday 
party Sept. 8. 

Wldle there "are some who believe 
Uncle John is only a youngster of 117 
years, he has a tax receipt showing 
that he paid taxes in 1809, when he 
was 21 years of age. 

His eyesight is good, doesnt need 
glasses when he read. His teeth are 
better than mine. They ought to be 
for they are his third set^ and he just 
recently cut them. 

"Cutting teeth after one is a hun- 
dred yean dd," he nniled, "ain't no 
easy matter." 

He can swing an ax, and if you 
have any idea that a man can't work 
at 181 get xid of that idea, for yon 
never saw a younger man handle an 
ax in a better fashion. He can plow, 
hoe and spade with the best of tiiem, 
altho he admitii he doesnt wodc like 
he used to.
